Report  for  the  year  1940 


The  Children’s  Care  Conimiiiee  was  re-appointed  by  the 
Education  Committee  in  November,  1939,  and  was  constituted  as 
follows  : —

The  Officers  were  elected  for  1940,  viz. : —

The  Committee’s  work  has  been  very  much  restricted  by  the  War. 
Parents  are  unwilling  for  their  children  to  go  away  to  such  Convalescent 
Homes  as  are  open,  and  to  the  Birmingham  Hospitals  since  the  bad 
Air  Raids  began. 

Twenty-four  cases  were  reported  to  the  Committee  during  the 
year,  and  were  dealt  with  as  follows  : — 

Eighteen  children  were  sent  to  Convalescent  Homes  at  Rhyl, 
Southport  and  Bournemouth.  ■ 

Three  of  these  cases  were  sent  by  the  “ Burton  Observer  ” Uncle 
Jack  Fund. 

One  was  sent  to  a Birmingham  Skin  Hospital. 

E’ive  children  were  recommended  to  be  sent  to  Convalescent 
Homes  or  provided  with  ireaiment,  but  for  various  reasons  the  necessary 
arrangements  had  to  be  cancelled. 
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12.  Provision  of  Meals.  No  meals  are  provided  in  school. 
The  following  particulars  indicate  the  scope  of  the  scheme  for  provid- 
ing cheap  milk  in  schools,  and  of  free  milk  when  the  family  income 
falls  below  a prescribed  limit.

(b)  Co-operation  of  Teachers.  We  repeat  our  thanks  of  previous 
years  to  the  teachers  for  the  continuous  smooth  running  of  the  medical 
inspections  so  far  as  it  affects  them,  and  the  ready  provision  of  informa- 
tion when  required. 

(c)  Co-operation  of  School  Attendance  Officers.  These 
officers  have  again  performed  the  usefuT  function  of  a link  between 
the  homes  of  children  suffering  from  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases 
and  the  School  Medical  Service. 

(d)  Co-operation  of  Voluntary  Bodies.  The  Voluntary  Aid 
Association  has  again  given  unstinted  help  to  necessitous  cases  amongst 
the  children  of  the  Borough  especially  in  providing  railway  fares  to 
Convalescent  Homes. 

The  Children’s  Care  Committee  and  the  “Burton  Observer”  Uncle 
Jack’s  Fund  again  enabled  many  children  during  the  year  to  have  holi- 
days following  illness  or  suffering  from  debility  from  any  other  cause. 

A report  of  the  work  of  the  Children’s  Care  Committee  is  appended. 
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Post-school  Physical  Recreation.  Opportunities  for  physical 
recreation  have  been  available  at  the  Technical  Institute  for  several 
years.  During  the  year,  additional  facilities  were  provided  by  the 
opening  of  two  Youth  Institutes  and  a Fitness  for  Service  Centre. 
The  Youth  Institutes  are  co-cducational  and  provide  a wide  choice  of 
recreative  pursuits  ; art  and  crafts,  music,  drama,  woodwork,  physical 
activities,  modern  dancing  and  indoor  games. 

General.  Burton  is  now  providing  opportunities  for  physical 
activities  for  every  age  group  of  the  town’s  population,  and  in  a steady 
determined  way  facilities  are  being  improved  and  extended. 

11.  Speech  Training.  The  experimental  speech  training 
classes  were  continued  during  1940,  and  the  following  tables  indicate 
the  beneficial  results  obtained  : —

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Indoor  accommodation,  jilaygrounds  and  playing  fields. 
The  partial  use  of  the  Slapenhill  and  Winshill  schools  for  civil  defence 
meant  the  loss  of  indoor  accommodation  for  physical  activities.  This 
loss  was  made  good  for  the  senior  pupils  by  the  renting  of  the  Glebe 
Sunday  School  and  the  Winshill  Institute. 

The  damage  to  the  school  yards  resulting  from  the  building  of 
the  bomb  shelters  has  been  repaired  in  most  cases.  The  repairs  have 
been  doubly  valuable  in  the  case  of  the  small  yards  which  were  made 
smaller  by  the  building  of  the  shelters. 

For  the  use  of  the  Technical  Institute,  a cricket  field  was  rented 
for  the  summer  season,  while  the  site  of  the  proposed  Grammar 
School  has  been  rented  as  a pla3'ing  field  for  the  joint  use  of  the  Victoria 
Youth  Insitutue  and  the  two  senior  schools  in  that  part  of  the  town. 

Swimming  Instruction.  Beginning  in  May,  1940,  arrangements 
were  made  for  the  teaching  of  swimming  to  school  children  during 
school  hours.  The  Baths  Committee  made  a special  reservation  of 
the  second-class  bath  for  twelve  hours  weekly  during  the  summer 
season.  The  classes  were  limited  to  a maximum  of  thirty  pupils  and 
each  session  lasted  thirty  minutes.  Where  the  journey  to  the  Baths 
exceeded  one  mile,  transport  was  provided  by  the  Public  Service 
buses.  Fourteen  departments  took  advantage  of  these  swimming 
facilities  and  four  departments  continued  attendance  at  the  Baths 
throughout  the  winter. 

For  the  coming  season  the  reservation  has  been  increased  to 
fifteen  hours  weekly,  fourteen  departments  arc  sending  classes,  while 
the  periods  of  instruction  have  been  increased  to.  thirty-five  or  forty 
minutes. 

In  addition,  the  Baths  have  been  reserved  on  one  hour  each  week 
for  members  of  the  Youth  Institutes. 

Equipment  and  Footwear.  Modern  physical  training  requires 
a fair  amount  of  equipment  and  the  supplies  to  the  schools  have  been 
maintained  for  replacements  and  necessary  additional  equipment  has 
been  supplied.  The  Committee  has  recognised  the  need  for  special 
shoes  for  phj’sical  activities  and  to  encourage  the  habit  of  using  suitable 
footwear  each  school  has  received  a small  supply  of  gym.  shoes.  In 
two  schools  special  dancing  dresses  have  been  made  by  the  girls  and 
they  have  proved  a great  stimulus  to  teacher  and  class  alike. 
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In  addition  to  the  Cases  ol  Infcciious  Diseases  apj'earing  in  the

9.  Open  Air  Education,  d'here  is  no  open  air  sehool  in  the 
Borough,  but  playground  elasses  and  school  camps  have  been  held 
as  in  previous  years. 

10.  Physical  Training.  The  following  is  a report  on  Physical 
Education  during  1940  : — 

Training  Courses.  During  the  year  three  training  courses  for 
teachers  and  youth  leaders  were  conducted  by  the  Committee’s 
organisers  of  physical  education.  Each  course  consisted  of  ten  sessions 
each  of  two  hours’  duration  and  the  courses  were  designed  for — 

(1)  men  teachers  responsible  for  senior  boys  gymnastics. 

(2)  women  teachers  in  the  junior  and  infant  schools. 

(3)  women  leaders  of  recreative  physical  training. 

In  addition  a ten  session  course  for  leaders  of  voluntary  organisa- 
tions was  arranged  jointly  by  the  Derbyshire  and  Burton  upon  Trent 
Youth  Committees.  This  course  dealt  with  the  various  activities 
associated  with  young  people’s  clubs. 

Visits  to  Schools  and  Institutes.  H.M.  Inspectors  of  physical 
education  paid  visits  to  the  training  courses,  the  schools  and  the  Youth 
Institutes.  Regular  visits  for  supervision  wcic  made  by  the  organisers 
to  all  departments,  when  the  work  undertaken  on  the  courses  was 
followed  up  in  the  schools.  On  these  visits  llic  Head  Teachers  ha\c 
been  most  willing  to  discuss  the  work  and  on  many  occ  sions  advice 
on  particular  dilliculties  has  been  asked.

(//)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects.  This  work  was  carried 
out  as  in  previous  years  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic,  Cross  Street,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  J.  H..Moir,  assisted  by  Miss  M.  J.  W.  Abbotts.

This  procedure  was  carried  out  as  in  previous  years  with  the 
usual  profitable  results  in  most  instances.  112  visits  were  made  during 
the  year  by  the  School  Nurses  to  the  homes  of  School  Children. 

7.  Arrangements  for  Treatment : 

(а)  Malnutrition.  Extra  nourishment  in  the  form  of  milk  was 
provided  free  in  necessitous  cases  as  in  previous  years. 

(б)  Uncleanliness.  The  cleansing  station  set  up  in  1939  at  the 
School  Clinic  continued  in  successful  operation. 

Exclusions  for  unclcanlincss  fell  from  786  in  1938  to  354  in  1940. 
There  were  no  prosecutions  for  unclcanlincss  during  1940. 

(c)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin.  Treatment  of 
the  above  conditions,  together  with  head  examinations,  necessitated 
8,213  attendances  at  the  School  Clinic.

(g)  Dental  Defects.  5,515  children  were  examined  by  the  School 
Dentist  in  the  course  of  routine  and  special  inspections.  3,489  were 
found  to  require  treatment.

5.  Findings  of  Medical  Insi^ections.

116  eases  came  in  Category  C (5.5%),  12  eases  into  Category  D 
(0.6%).  These  figures  do  not  differ  materially  from  those  of  last  year. 
One  entrant  child  was  found  to  be  in  Category  D. 

Table  II  at  the  end  of  this  report  gives  a statistical  account  of  the 
state  of  nutrition  of  children  in  the  Borough  examined  at  routine 
inspections  during  1940.

{b)  Uncleanliness.  The  number  of  children  found  unclean  fell 
to  281.  There  were  354  exclusions  from  school  on  account  of  uncleanli- 
ness, chiefly  of  heads.  These  figures  represent  a further  reduction  in 
each  instance  compared  with  1938  and  1939. 

(c)  Minor  Ailments  and  Diseases  of  the  Skin.  964  cases 
were  referred  to  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic,  to  their  own  Doctor,  or 
to  Hospital  as  a result  of  routine  and  special  inspections.  73  were 
cases  of  scabies  and  115  of  skin  diseases  other  than  scabies,  chiefly 
impetigo.  This  represents  a general  reduction  ’in  the  incidence  of 
skin  disease. 

(d)  Visual  Defects  and  External  Eye  Diseases  found  at 
medical  inspections  to  require  treatment  or  supervision  were  as

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The  assistance  of  the  General  Practitioners,  the  Factory  Surgeon, 
the  stalTs  of  the  Voluntary  Institutions  and  Associations  has  been 
valuable,  and  I again  express  thanks  for  their  co-operation. 

3.  School  Hygiene.  Some  overcrowding  persisted  during  1940 
in  schools  affected  by  the  appropriation  of  buildings  for  Military  and 
A.R.P.  purposes.  The  re-opening  of  Short  Street  School  for  Infants 
and  Juniors  improved  conditions  somewhat  in  Stapenhill. 

The  following  figures  indicate  the  position  during  1940,  so  far 
as  numbers  of  children  are  concerned :

The  average  attendance  shows  a decline  compared  with  recent 
years  and  is  possibly  affected  by  non-attendance  pending  provision  of 
air-raid  shelters  at  schools.

TO  THE  LOCAL  EDUCATION  AUTHORITY 
BURTON  UPON  TRENT 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer  for  the  year  1940. 

The  report  is  confined  to  a short  statement  on  the  more  notable 
features  of  the  year’s  work.  Since  the  War  began,  no  changes  have 
occurred  in  the  Staff  of  the  Service  and  consequently  all  previous 
facilities  were  maintained  in  their  entirety.  Schools  in  Burton  have 
suffered  considerable  dislocation  directly  attributable  to  the  present 
emergency.  It  was,  therefore,  to  be  expected  that  some  change  would 
be  found  in  the  mental  and  physical  health  of  the  children,  but  in  fact 
the  general  health  and  nutrition  in  the  schools  remains  about  the  level 
of  recent  years. 

.Measles  and  German  Measles  together  accounted  for  by  far  the 
largest  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  with  the  Scarlet  Fever  rate  at 
about  the  average  level,  while  that  of  Diphtheria  again  declined  com- 
pared with  last  year.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  requests  for 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  improved  considerably  as  the  result 
of  a combined  local  and  national  campaign  for  immunisation  as  a 
protection  easily  procured  in  the  present  emergency  with  its  increased 
risks  of  infection,  e.g.,  in  overcrowded  shelters. 

A national  supply  of  immunising  material  suitable  for  children 
of  8 years  and  under  was  made  available  to  local  authorities. 

1 . Staff.  Personnel  remained  unchanged  during  1940,  viz. : —

2.  Co-ordination.  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
administration  of  the  School  .Medical  Service  during  the  year,  and 
close  co-operation  with  the  Health,  Infant  W'clfarc,  Tuberculosis, 
Mental  Dcficicnc>’,  and  other  services  continues.
